Daring the past intelligence has been 
received of the sad of Crabb and his par- 
ty, and of the extremities to which Walker 
and his remnant of 250 men are reduced,— 
hemmed in by a triumphant army, surrounded 
by an outraged people, and unable, probably, 
to make their escape. With regard to the 
expedition of Crabb, it is probable that the 
leader was lured by ises made by a Mexi- 
can factionist, in the day of his distress, but 
forgotten in the day of his prosperity. By 
many it is believed the mission was one 
of peaceful settlement under the liberal 
immigration laws of Mexico; however hard 
it might be to convince the world of this, in 
this day and this country, fruitful of filibuster- 
ing enterprises. It is not likely that, without 
invitation from some oae in power, Mr. Crabb 
would have been so unwise as to intend a 
descent, with a handful of men, upon a country 
that, however rent with internal commotions, 
wouid not be likely to fail of resenting the 
strangers’ intrusion upon its soil. And, on the 
other hand, if the mission had been peaceful 
and above suspicion of revolutionary designs, 
it would seem to bave been easy to have given 
sufficient assurance of this to the Mexican 
people, as well as to make it manifest to the 
world. It appears by the testimony and 
course of Dr. Evans, who left the party, that, 
at least, in one mind, there was an unresolved 
mystery about the nature of the undertaking, 
and a suspicion of designs of which not all 
were cognizant. Bat, until all the facts are 
known, if ever they may be, we would exercise 
the largest charity, and hope that some motive, 
not wholly unjastifiable, actuated these un- 
happy men. Many of them had fine personal 
qualities, and were altogether above the com- 
mon ran of adventurers who, with open eyes, 


_ have joined their fate with that of Walker. 


Crabb, and McKoun, and Biven, and very 


many besides, will be remembered by large num- 


bers, who were sincerely attached to them as 
friends, and who respected them as noble men. 
We mourn the sad fate of all. He has a hard 
heart, indeed, who can withhold the tear of 
sympathy at the pitiful end of so many men 
who deserved a better fate, as far as men can 
mete out deserts. Many homes have been 
filled with sadness, and the sufferers will long 
be recalled with a pang. But there is from 
this event, so far as it may be supposed to be 
connected with any purpose of unlawful occu- 
pation, a lesson and a warning. 

Walker's star of destiny seems to have set. 
His cause was wrong. One of our weekly co- 
temporaries, the Wide West, with a confidence 
in principle jworthy a christian, long ago 
and steadily predicted the result, because the 
whole thing was wrong. We confess to have had 
not always the same confidence, because wrong 
does sometimes temporarily triumph, and 
sometimes for years—never forever. 

Every modern, American fillibuster scheme 
has failed—signally failed. The Ouban expe- 
ditions failed. Orittenden and his compan- 
ions were put to death. Walker’s first at- 
tempt failed, and so will his last; and Crabb, 
whose motives are not all apparent, has led 
nearly a hundred brave companions to a death 
not the less sad because it was manfully met. 
God's seal of disfavor is set upon the inva- 
sion of the rights which nations have inalien- 
able, whether they bestrong or weak ; wheth- 
er they are internally at peace or torn with 
civil dissensions God has not prospered them. 
Henceforth let the ambitious seek their glory 
and their grave in some other service. No 
honor follows the death-way of the acknowl- 
edged fillbuster. His martyrdom calls forth 
no enthusiasm of munkind; the cruelty wreak- 
ed on him by a brutal foe raises not the masses 
to revenge ; it strikes not deeply into the pop- 
ular heart, as when one clearly innocent man 
suffers. War is not alway ‘honorab'e. If 


Peace bath ber victories, 
More renowned than those of war. 


much more the labors of peace are honor- 
able above inglorious forays for conques alone. 

There is no warrant out now for universal 
privateering. Let the earnest and ambitious 
follow the arts of peace, and let them arm 
when their country calls them, or when they 
hear the unmistakable notes of suffering hu- 
manity, calling from afar, for help against 
tyranny. Then shall every blow they strike 
be honor, and their death renown. 


Death Appraching. 
While we are occupied with cares. and borne 


along with their force, scarce seeming to touch 


the ground, we forget that each day is bring- 
ing us nearer to the grave; that the sands are 
all the time running out of the glass; that the 
hours are lessening which remain before we 
die and go hence. A day is gone without the 
thought thet we are so much nearer to eterni- 
ty.

The popalation is too 
small for schools or churches, but a good state 
of order and quiet reigns in their midst. At 
Cub's Canon a few tunnels are being worked, 
but the one supposed to be the richest, af- 
ter being run near fourteen hundred feet, 
the last four or five hundred in good pay dirt, 
was suddenly stopped by a sudden decent in 
the bed rock, hence a shaft was sunk at this 
point thirty feet; the object being to tunnel 
from the bottom and strike the old chaunel 
again. The expense of sinking the shaft in 
the solid rock at this distance under the groand 
has been, we are told, over one hundred dol- 
lars per foot, exhausting nearly or quite all 
that had been before netted from the tunnel. 
Yet the proprietors are persevering, hoping 
still to obtain a full reward for their toil. This 
we give as an example of what is often expe- 
rienced in working of claims, which are spo- 
ken of in papers as distinguished for great re- 
turns. The temporary returns at times, may 
indeed be great, but the expenses on the whole 
of which no mention is made, may eat up all 
the income. Thus the impression of the yield 
of the mines abroad in other parts of the 
State, and especially at the East, are greatly 
exaggerated or utterly false. 

Wiscossin This town, three years 
since, was a large and active ,business place, 
but the comparative failure of the tunnels in 
its immediate vicinity, has left it almost whol- 
ly deserted. The greater part of its houses 
appears to be for rent or closed up. Yet 
when wages shall be much reduced, an im- 
mense amount of mining may be done here 
profitably. 

Iowa Hu.t.—One a half mile further, eross- 
ing the Indian creek, we come to Iowa Hill, 
renowned of old for its exceeding rich claims. 
This is still a good mining locality, and place 
of business. It bas recovered in appearance 
from the effects of the fire by which it was al- 
most entirely destroyed nearly a year since, 
but money is yet very scarce, being mostly ap- 
plied to meet debts occasioned by the fire, yet 
a good Charch is in course of erection by the 
Methodists, in the place of one burnt down 
on a much more suitable site. The public 
school has been for the time being given up 
through want of sufficient support. The Sons 
retain their fine hall, at which the fire stopped, 
and appear to be flourishing. This town is 
the central point of trail for a large mining 
section, and bids fair to be a permanent town. 
About forty-five families are here residing, of 
which the greater portion are designing to re- 
move to the valleys, when they shall, if ever, 
have acquired sufficient gold. 

Roach From Iowa Hill, a high 
mountain range extends to the east, under 
which for three miles, tunnels have been or are 
being run, to strike into a wide lead found lying 
the whole distance under the range. Those 
which are well in, are paying from eight to 
fourteen dollars a day to the hand. This seems 
a large return, but the expenses are such that 
taking years together, men might perhaps do 
better at wages at three and a half dollars a 

day. The most important point of this range, 
where the tunnels are yielding the best, is call- 
ed Roach Hill. Years of work camnot ex- 
haust the mining under the range, while at the 
upper end the lead may be found to contioue, 
unless the vast mountains at the east are of too 
great a depth for present working, but will af- 
ford good returns to fature generations of mi- 
ners. 

Birp’s FLaT.— This Flat is nearly opposite 
of Roach Hill, on the southern side of the 
canon of Indian creek. It occupies one of 
the most romantic spots upon a level bench 
upon the side of the high mountain. Eleven 
families reside here, and a proportionate num- 
ber of single miners. Order generally pre- 
vails. A good debating society has long 
been maintained, which is far better than a 
theatre to elevate the character of a commu- 
nity and improve the individuals composing 
the society. 

Sprincs.—Seven miles north of 
Iowa Hill, over the immense canon of the 
North Fork of the American, lies nestling up 
in the mountain’s brow is a pleasant little 
town called Mountain Springs. It is vo great 
place, but is distinguished for a few excellent

Yo-Semite Fans. 


Means. Eprrons—ent. : Presuming that 
many of your readers. may wish to know the 
possibilities of reaching this wonderful place, 
and also its promise as a summer excursion, I 
will give you a statement of facts ia regard to 
‘the route, and a brief accoant of what there is 
to be seen. 

Ina trip just accomplished, we left San 
Francisco (three in number) on Monday eve- 
ning’s boat, (May 11th) for Stockton, intend- 
ing to take the morning stage to Mariposa, 
but finding that it did not go that day, we took 
another direction to reach the same place, by 
Knight’s Ferry. On the way we heard of a 
different route to the Falls, recommended as 
nearer and better, approaching upon the north 
aide of the Merced river. We proeeeded, ac- 
cordingly, to Chinese Camp, and stopped at a 
solid brick hotel, which we were much gratified 
to find—a temperance house, and one of the 
best hotels in the mines, and certainly the lead 
ing one of the place. Here we were furnished 
with horses, and soon were galloping for Coul- 
terville, twenty-eight miles distant. This place 
can be easily reached the same day from Stock. 
ton, though nearly ninety miles. At Coulter- 
ville, it will be necessary to prepare an outfit 
of blankets and provisions which may conven- 
iently be tied upon the saddle, and you start 
forth, with the anticipation of “ camping out,” 
sleeping in the open air, by a magnificent fire, 
aod beneath the glittering stars. It was the 
first time that I have ever lain down to sleep in 
such a manner, many miles from any human 
babitation ; the forest and the great mountains 
stretching in every direction, with no sensible 
protection from the wild beast, or the wild 
man; nothing to guard us but the great Crea- 
tor. We knelt down by that fire and invoked 
His guardianship. The stars sailed on, and 
the morning came, called ap from her repose 
by myriads of songsters. 

We had passed Bold Creek, a mining settle- 
ment, consisting of a few houses, one of which 
affords very good refreshment to travelers. 
This is about sixteen miles from Coulterville. 
For six miles farther perhaps, we passed miners’ 
cabins, and then we were beyond any human 
dwelling®. Ten miles from Bold Creek, is a 
beautiful camping ground, called Hazel Green, 
and nine miles further, took us to the 
where we spent this first night of border life. Me 
took no cold, but arose nearly as fresh as the 
birds. We were now within about ten miles 
of the valley of the Yo-Semites, a tribe of In- 
dians, living along the Merced river, and be- 
neath the Falls, from whom, the name has been 
transferred to be perpetnated, when they shall 
long have ‘been gathered to their Fathers. I 
am glad to see a passing race thus rescued 
from oblivion. They call their tribe Yo 
Semite, and not YoHamite. I do not know 
why such perversion has been made by orthog- 
raphy, and hope that it will not be continued, 
A preference in sound is not reason enough to 
lose a name. 

The trail is the best I ever saw in a moun- 
tain district, and by a alittle past 9 a. u., on 
Thursday, we were at the entrance of the val- 
vey, forty-five miles from Coulterville, and im- 
patient for a nearer view of the great wondors 
which were lifting before and over us. We 
passed along a deep river, clear as crystal, sha- 
ded on the sides by heavy trees, and soon 
emerged into a full view of the first Fall, a 
large stream of water, white as foam, falling 
clear from its verge, in an unbroken sheet, as 
estimated, eight or nine hundred feet. What 
seems to strike every observer, is the appa- 
rently slow descent of the water, appearing 
more like the slow moving of a vast column of 
white smoke, down the side of the rocks, than 
the fearful plunge of water. This is because 
the great distance through which it falls, ap- 
pears small to the eye, in contrast with the im- 
mense towers of granite which stand near by, 
two thousand feet in height, and nearly per- 
pendicular. This first fall, in some respects, 
is more beautifal than either of the others, 
making a clearer leap from the side of the 
mountain, and descending in an unbroken vol- 
ume to the bottom. 

/ Riding four or five miles up the valley, (for 
it is nearly twelve miles long, by three in 
width) we came to the middle fall, the great 
object of curiosity, aud a thing upon which 
we looked with rapture and amazement. There 
is at present a large body of water tumbling 
down the awful descent of thirteen hundred 
feet. It must be forty or fifty feet across at 
the top, and midway in its fall, it seems con- 
verted into foam, which the wind sways to one 
side or the other, and all enveloped in mist, it 
dashes into a basin of rock, and eomes raging 
forth to fall again, five or six ‘hundred feet. 
You are beaten back from any near approach 
by the heaviest rain storm. Those of us who 
ventured near, were soon completely drenched, 
but the rain-bows are circling round it contin- 
ually. It must be seen, for it cannot be de- 
scribed, nor penciled to be a realization. Its 
wonderful height is its amazement. 

About four miles above, are what is called the 
Vernal Falls, and would be remarkable any- 
where but here, for they are about one-third 
the height of the central, and are a much lar- 
ger body of water. 

What is more grand than any one particu- 
lar of this remarkable region, is the whole am- 
pitheater itself, enclosed in such lofty walls of

Eprrozs Pacrric: Sickness in my family, } 
and publie lectaring upon “ Californie, its Re- 
sources and Curiosities,” have so occupied my 
attention, that I have not found the time I de- 
sired, even for private correspondence ; much 
less could I find time to chat with you when I 
had nothing special to say. Bat at last I have 
found something that needs to be said, and 
said strongly and earnestly too. 

What, though politics is not your province, 


all; and the love of California is our privilege 
and our joy, if it be not a necessity even, which 
oar delightfal experiences have forced upon us. 
Well then, shall any regard it as an“ unwar- 
rantable interference of the clergy with secular 
affairs,” if I say a word about our State debt, 
the possibility of repudiation, and the odium 
which ia already cast upon the State of our 

I cannot forget that the repudiation of a 
promise to pay involves questions, of morality, 
as well as of policy. He that cannot pay his 
debts, if honest and sensitive, is of all men to be 
pitied, for he is a sufferer. Bat he who cares 
not to pay is to be despised as a hypocrite or 
as a scoundrel, for he maintains a pretence of 
honesty which he practically rejects, it he does 
not openly and shamelessly avow his destitu- 
tion, of the first elements of honor. Well now, 
what principle of morality is applicable to the 
conduct of the individual debtor which does 
not as clearly apply to the conduct of men in 
masses? What obligation rests upon an indi- 
vidual to satisfy claims against himself @hich 
does not rest with increased weight upon the 
agents of the public, whose honor is involved. 

Though corporations and states bave no 
souls, they have a character, and the pathway 
of infamy, as of renown, is wide open before 
them. Can it be less important to sus- 
tain public than personal credit? Is not the 
honor of many men worth more than the honor 
of one? How then can it be less a crime to 
sacrifice public honor and public credit, than 
to jeopardize one’s own reputation and business 
prospects for life. Certain it is, that whole- 
sale rascality, even under the semblance of res- 
pectable legal forms, can hardly be made more 
endurable to the victims, than if they were 
swindled by some single individual, bold enough 
to assume the responsibility, and to take the 
risks of punishment. 

When men first talked about the dishonor 
which was about to blacken our fair fame, we 
could only say, hold on a little, not too fast. 
The Legislature will, without dobut,early sub- 
mit the matter to the people, perhaps at a spe- 
cial election, and the entire debt will be assum- 
ed.” But the arrival of nearly a dozen mails 
with no intelligence of a single act adopted to 
bring relief to the victims of this temporary 
suspension, has somewhat shaken my confidence 
in the disposition of the Legislature and the 
people to pay either principle or interest. 

Talk, and public meetings, and buncombe 

editorials, written on the eve of the sailing of 
the steamers, are not precisely the things to 
satisfy creditors ; for these documents are not 
negotiable in Wallstreet. They do not meet 
the July—indeed they are too cool to meet the 
January interest. Wel, what is California a 
going to do about it? That is the question. 
Shall the people look to the legislators and 
and the legislators to the people? and while 
both stand gazing like a couple of culprits in- 
volved in a common crime shall the creditors 
have no redress? Ihen is Oalifornia unworthy 
to be trusted; her credit is gone; she is worse 
than baakrupt, for she is without character as 
well as without means. 
If years shall not effuce the stain which re- 
pudiation must bring upon our honor; neither 
shall they avail to restore that confidence which 
is the basis of all commercial prosperity. Nor 
less disastrous are the reflex influences of re 
pudiation upon the character of those who are 
its active agents or its negligent accessories. 
He who in a single instance suffers his reputa- 
tion to be tarnished, is henceforth the more 
hardened against that nice sense of moral and 
pecuniary obligation which hitherto may 
have characterized him. 


He who has needlessly failed to keep good 
his promises to pay, in one instance, is not only 
by others esteemed lese worthy to be trusted ; 
he is degraded in his own eyes by the conscien- 
ciousness that he is unworthy to be believed. 
And yet while every consideration of honor 
and patriotism, of morality and policy, point 
towards the prompt legalizing of the State 
debt, and adequate provision for its speedy 
liquidation, what I know of the structure of 
society in California, leads me to fear, if not to 
believe, that repudiation, ultimate and absolate, 
is to be resorted to as the reckless and ras- 
cally mode of canceling the outstanding bonds

ulation who have made California their home, 
and whose honor and interests are identi 
fied with the State; the business men, the far” 
mers, and the more stable of the miners, will 
doubtless deprecate such a result. But a large 
class of the floating population, many of whom.

in many cases only wounding their victims. 
The backs of the fated men were then 
turned to the troops, and then they suc- 
ceeded in aiming with better effect. Me- 
Coun, (may he rest in peace) owing to his 
great statute, was saved this torture, 
a ball struck him full in the breast at the 
first fire and he fell dead. Crabb alone 
was reserved for a solitary death. He 
was taken to the Alcalde’s office, ques- 
tioned, allowed to write a letter to his 
wife, and to have an interview with a Dr. 
Evans, a prisoner in the hands of the 
Mexicans, who had been in confinement 
some weeks on suspicion. The hour for 
his execution having arrived, he was led 
out, his hands stretched above his head 
and tied to a post in front of the building 
he had occupied, his face to the post, and 
his back to the executioners. At the 
command fire, at least a hundred balls 
were fixed into his body, and all that was 
mortal of Henry A. Crabb, hung dead, 
swinging by his tied hands. A Mexican 
stepped forward, and with a large knife, 
severed his head from the body. 

Four men, sick, had been left at Sonoita 
by Crabb. They occupied the house owned 
by E. E. Dunbar, on the American side 
of the line. On the 8th of April, at night 
a party of twenty-five Mexicans came up 
from San Juan, went to Dunbar's house, 
took these poor sick men out of bed, tied 
them, and at dawn of day carried them to 
the foot of the bill, shot them like dogs, 
on American soil, and left them to rot. 
A party of Papago Indians, more merci- 
ful, burried them. 

Mr. Dunbar just escaped massacre, hav- 
ing left Sonoita on the afternoon previous. 
The Mexicans were furious at his escape, 
although he had nothing to do with the 
party except to offer shelter, on American 
soil, to four sick men, in his own house. 

A party of about thirty recraits, under 
Capt. Grant Orey, started from Tueson 
to join Crabb at Cavorea. When within 
about fifteen miles of the latter place they 
were attacked by about two hundred Mex- 
icans. Capt. Orey retreated, fighting, 
and regained the American line with a loss 
ofonly four killed. The Mexican loss 
was about forty. Capt. Orey deserves 
great credit for his skill. At every wa- 
vering place the Mexicans attempted to 
check him and subdue him by thirst, bat 
he routed them on every occasion. The 
last eight miles was a continued ranning 

fight, and his fourth man lost was killed 
Just at the line. Another party, of the 
same strength, which left Tabac has not 
Jet been heard of. It is believed if Cap- 
tain Orey had been with Crabb a differ- 
ent result might have been anticipated. 
All was bad management, want of experi- 
ence, and a clear rushing upon a deadly 
fate. 

Crabb entered Cavorea with four 
men. All these were killed — the 
youngest, said to have deen spared by the 
Mexican commander, Garcia. The name 
of the surviver is unknown, but he is said 
to be a boy of sixteen or seventeen. 

The Mexicans at Cavorea were about 
five hundred strong.
